A few  years  ago  a BLIGHTLESS  or 
BLIGHT  RESISTING  Pear  was  discovered. 
The  old  parent  trees  in  this  section  are  42 
years  old  now.  They  have  stood  side  by  side 
with  Keiffer  and  other  varieties  which  have 
long  ago  blighted  down.  This  variety  which 
was  named  by  the  Pomological  Society  two 
years  ago  the  PINEAPPLE  Pear  on  account 
of  its  aroma  resembling  the  Pineapple,  has 
never  shown  any  signs  of  blight.  It  has  been 
inoculated  with  blight  germs  without  con- 
tracting the  disease  farther  than  immediate 
contact  which  soon  disappeared. 

It  is  large,  rough,  firm,  cream  colored, 
fine  flavor  when  mellow.  It  makes  the  most 
delicious  preserves,  marmalades,  etc.  It  is  a 
fine  shipper  and  will  keep  for  months  when 
properly  stored.  Any  fruit  tree  that  bears 
from  50  to  75  bushels  of  fine  fruit  per  year 
is  worthy  of  most  serious  consideration.  Not 
only  bears  heavily  one  year  but  never  misses 
a crop.  This  fruit  usually  sells  around  $1.00 
to  $1.50  per  bushel. 

This  PINEAPPLE  PEAR  comes  into  bear- 


ing the  third  to  fourth  year  after  setting  out 
and  fifth  year  bears  a profitable  crop  and 
increases  as  the  tree  grows  older.  The  tree 
is  extremely  thrifty,  vigorous,  free  of  disease 
and  insect  pests,  a rapid  grower.  OUR  wood 
is  gotten  directly  from  the  old  parent  trees 
and  are  therefore  the  GENUINE  BLIGHT- 
LESS STOCK.  They  make  a beautiful  shade 
tree  for  the  yard,  and  one  or  more  should  be 
in  every  Home  Orchard. 

Commercial  Plantings.  We  think  so  much 
of  this  Pear  that  we  set  something  like  600 
trees  in  orchard  last  whiter,  all  making  fine 
growth.  Many  large  plantings  are  being 
made  over  the  country  and  we  expect  canning 
factories  to  spring  up  and  take  care  of  the 
fruit  when  the  trees  come  into  heavy  bear- 
ing. 

Soil.  This  PEAR  grows  well  on  many 
characters  of  soil,  light  sandy,  heavy  clay, 
well  drained  low  lands,  and  especially  well 
on  rich  lands. 

Distance  for  setting  should  not  be  nearer 
than  35  feet  and  as  they  make  an  immense 
spread  in  time  unless  kept  pruned.  40  feet 
better.

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SATSUMAS 


Of  the  three  varieties  of  Satsuma  the 
Owari  is  by  far  the  best,  most  popular  and 
profitable.  This  variety  originated  in  Japan 
and  has  been  grown  in  the  LJ.  S.  thirty  odd 
years. 

THE  FRUIT  is  large,  flattened,  depressed 
at  both  ends,  deep  orange  color,  thin  smooth 
rind  which  may  readily  be  stripped  from 
meat  with  fingers  without  breaking  the  sec- 
tions. It  is  called  the  “kid  glove'’  variety 
because  can  be  peeled  so  easily.  The  fruit 
is  practically  seedless,  very  juicy,  of  a de- 
licious flavor  different  from  any  other 
orange.  It  begms  to  ripen  in  September, 
while  not  very  sweet  at  this  stage  it  makes 
delightful  orangeade  and  other  drinks. 
Usually  ripens  fully  in  October,  therefore 
getting  on  the  market  before  other  varieties 
of  oranges  consequently  commends  a fancy 
price.  The  Satsuma  is  especially  adapted  to 
South  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Louis- 
iana, Texas  and  \Vest  Florida. 

The  SATSUMA  is  the  hardiest  orange,  be- 
ing worked  into  the  cold  resistant  Citrus  Tri- 
foliata  which  imparts  much  of  its  hardiness 
to  the  Satsuma  wood,  by  becoming  dormant 
in  the  winter  months  thereby  checking  ten- 
der growth  of  the  Satsuma.  The  root  stock 
of  a 1 year  Satsuma  tree  is  2 to  4 years  old 
before  setting  out,  which  accounts  to  a high 
degree  the  early  bearing  age  of  the  Satsuma 
tree,  which  begins  to  bear  the  second  year 
after  setting  out;  third  year  much  heavier 
and  the  fourth  year  several  hundred  fruit, 
increasing  each  year  as  tree  gets  older.  It 
is  reported  a tree  in  Mississippi  in  1921  bore 
3,800  fruit  to  maturity.  Can  you  imagine 
it?  Trees  bearing  1,000  to  2,000  fruit  not 
uncommon.  Satsuma  orcards  bring  hand- 
some dividends,  and  do  it  quickly. 

IT  WAS  NOT  THE  FAULT  OF  THE 
SATSUMA  that  some  trees  were  killed  by 
the  very  severe  cold  wjeather  of  January, 
1924 — the  coldest  we  have  ever  had  in  this 
section  and  probably  ever  will  have  again. 
But  it  was  the  fault  of  the  grower  not  doing 
his  duty. 

1.  The  tree  should  NOT  receive  nitrogen- 
ous fertilizers  after  about  July  1.  In  this 
way  prevent  late  growth  of  wood. 

2.  Trees  should  not  be  allowed  to  carry 
such  a heavy  crop  of  fruit — which  devitalizes 
the  tree  too  much. 

3.  Bank  dirt  about  body  of  tree  two  or 
more  feet  high  and  sufficiently  thick  that  it 
will  not  freeze  through.  This  will  save  the 
tree  as  high  up  as  you  bank  well.  If  term- 
inal branches  get  killed  once  in  several  years 
they  soon  come  out.  Out  of  100  orchard 
trees  we  will  lose  only  one  or  two,  which 
probably  would  not  have  happened  but  we 
had  them  heavily  fertilized  in  order  to  get 


budwood  for  our  Nursery. 

It  does  not  .take  long  to  bank  trees — one 
man  banked  100  trees  for  us  in  less  than 
one-half  day. 

EVERY  HOME  ORCHARD  should  contain 
at  least  one-half  dozen  trees  for  home  use. 
Plenty  orange  juice  prevents  scurvy  and 
other  diseases.  If  a family  has  to  buy  the 
fruit  they  seldom  have  as  many  as  they 
should. 

The  Satsuma  tree  is  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful, broad-leaved  EVERGREEN,  and  many 
places  in  the  yard  could  be  used  to  advantage 
both  for  fruit  and  beauty.  Fine  for  group- 
ing on  the  lawn,  etc.

We  have  a few  hundred  large  well-branch- 
ed 2 and  3 year  old  trees  on  4 year  roots, 
that  we  offer  to  our  customers  who  wish  im- 
mediate results.  These  trees  will  be  dug 
with  a ball  of  dirt  adhering  so  that  the  root 
system  will  not  be  disturbed,  therefore  the 
tree  should  go  right  on  growing  without  any 
stunting  at  all.  They  should  bloom  and  bear 
fruit  next  year,  in  other  words,  you  gain 
from  1 to  2 years  of  growth  and  fruit. 

DISTANCE  for  setting  Satsuma  trees.  For 
Home  Orchards  they  might  be  set  15  to  18 
feet.  i.  e.  crowded  but  for  commercial  pur- 
poses 20  to  25  feet  is  better,  so  as  to  have 
plenty  of  room  to  gather  the  fruit,  etc.

THE  RABBIT-EYE  CLUSTER 
BLUEBERRY 

About  36  years  ago  the  attention  of  Mr.  M. 
A.  Sapp  of  Florida  was  attracted  to  this 
variety  of  blueberry  by  its  superiority  as 
compared  to  other  varieties  growing  along 
side  in  the  forest.  The  thought  struck  him 
to  transplant  a few  trees  to  his  garden  which 
he  did.  These  trees  bore  the  second  year 
more  fruit  and  larger  than  they  did  in  the 
forest.  This  led  him  to  set  other  trees  and 
cultivate  them.  Seeing  they  responded  he 
increased  his  plantings  until  today  he  has 
the  oldest  and  largest  BLUEBERRY  OR- 
CHARD in  the  South. 

The  Blueberry  grows  well  on  various  soils,

from  light  sandy  to  heavy  moist. 

It  thrives  in  the  sections  where  the  old 
time  Huckleberry  grows,  but  does  not  grow 
on  lime  soils.  The  tree  grows  rapidly  and 
comes  into  bearing  generally  second  year 
after  setting  out,  producing  about  one  quart, 
third,  3 quarts  per  tree,  increasing  until  a 
ten  year  tree  produces  something  like  35  to 
50  quarts.  The  tree  is  unusually  healthy,  no 
disease  or  insect  pest  found  to  disturb  them. 
No  spraying  being  required.  Orchard  is 
easily  cultivated  and  berries  are  easily  pick- 
ed from  tree  which  grows  to  be  about  10  feet 
high  with  about  same  spread.  A person  can 
pick  about  30  to  50  quarts  per  day.  The 
berry  is  large,  from  M to  Vn-in.  in  diameter; 
blue  black,  tender  skin,  few  small  seed,  flesh 
juicy  and  delicious.  Most  everyone  knows 
how  good  huckleberries  are  but  the  Blueberry 
is  much  better  and  larger.  Nothing  is  better 
than  blueberries  with  sugar  and  cream  un- 
less it  is  blueberry  pie  topped  with  ice  cream 
or  blueberry  pie  A LA  MODE — if  you  please. 
There  is  no  limit  to  the  market  for  this 
berry.  They  sold  at  the  orchard  this  season 
for  30c  to  40c  per  quart.  They  ship  remark- 
ably well  without  refrigeration.  Distance  for 
setting  trees  should  be  15  to  18  feet  for  com- 
mercial plantings  which  requires  about  193 
trees  per  acre.  For  HOME  ORCHARDS 
they  may  be  grouped  like  spirea  or  other 
ornamentals  and  used  to  beautify  the 
grounds.  They  are  a very  pretty  shrub  be- 
sides furnishing  the  fruit.
